changing election date 
from September to March

Requests from sóme Belle 
Glade voters. has city 
commissioners ^ considering 


changing the. city’s election 
date from September to March. 

Mayor Harma Miller told 
fellow commissioners ‘Monday 
night residents have asked for 
the change and she wants to 
accommodate their wishes. 

Currently the city holds 
elections each September, with 
two of the five commissioners 
up for election one year and the 
three remaining up for election 
the next September. 

During Monday night's 
commission meeting, plans 
were discussed to not only 
change the month of the 
election but possibly to change 
the length -of commissioner's 
terms from two years to three, 
or possibly even four year 
terms. n believe two years is 


not enough time for a 
commissioner to learn all they 
need to know before they are 


up for re-election,” said 
Commissioner Mary `- Ross 
Wilkerson. 


The date of the election could 
be done by a city resolution, but 
changing the length. of a 
cómmissioner's term would 
require a majority yes vote 
from the city's voters. 

Mayor Miller said March is a 
better time for Belle Glade 
residents to go to the polls 
because those who follow the 
crop harvesting are not here in 
September. "We want to do 
what ever is best for our 
constituents," she said. 

Commissioner .. Wilkerson 
agreed, saying, “I want to see 
this put on the September 
ballot. Let the citizens make 
the decisión'on term limits and 
the dates of the electioni." 

City Attorney Charles 


Schoech said -County Super- 
visor of Elections . Teresa 
LaPore has told him it is 
possible the voting tabulation 
machine could also be brought. 
back to the Glades for elections 
if the three cities of Belle 
Glade, Pahokee and South Bay 
held their elections at the same time. 

The temperature-sensitive 
machine would have to be used 
in:a climate controlled area, 
such as the courthouse in Belle 
Glade. Currently, candidates 
and city officials must go to the 
Supervisor of Electións office in 
West Palm Beach to have votes

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Katrina Elskin mometers 
Contributing Editor to make 
sure cooked food is safe to eat. 
According ‘to the USDA, 
using a food thermometer is the 
only reliable way to determine 
the "doneness" of food and to 
ensure safety. To be safe, food 


must be cooked to an internal 
temperature high enough to 
destroy harmful bacteria. 
These bacteria grow slowly at 
low temperatures, rapidly at 
mid-range temperatures and 
are killed at temperatures 
above 160 degrees Fahrenheit. 

USDA research indicates 
that only about 50 percent of 
American cooks use meat ther- 
mometers. 

Some consumers don't use 
thermometers because they 
don't like the hassle of opening 
the oven and inserting the ther- 
mometer to check the food 

Some cooks aren't sure exact- 


ly how to use a standard meat 
thermometer, or don't know 
what temperature is right for 
various foods. 

Some new thermometers on 
the market might help change 
that. One type is attached with 
a cord to a digital screen. The 
probe goes in the food and the 
cord extends to the counter or 
stove top. Another type has a 
Beeper that goes off when the 
desired internal temperature is 
reached. The advantage. of 
these thermometers is that you 
don't have to open the oven 
door to find out if the food is 
done. 


Disposable food thermome- 
ters are also now available. 
These are left in the food and 
change color when the food is 
done. The disposable ther- 
mometer comes in a variety of 
choices, with one color for 
chicken, another for pork. 

Here are some tips on food 
temperature from the USDA: 

* When taking the tempera- 
ture of beef, pork or lamb, place 
the thermometer midway in 
the roast, avoiding the bone. 
When cooking hamburgers, 
steaks or chops, insert the ther- 
mometer in the thickest part, 
away from bone, fat or gristle. 
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To help keep your family healthy, take food's temperature 


Beef should be cooked to a min- 
imum of 160 degrees Fahren- 
heit; pork to 170 degrees and 
lamb to 180 degrees. 

* When cooking whole poul- 
try, the thermometer should be 
inserted into the thickest part 
of the thigh. Poultry should be 
cooked to 190 degrees Fahren- 
heit. If poultry is stuffed, the 
stuffing must reach 165 
degrees. z 

* Read the instructions that 
come with your meat ther- 
mometeér. For example, follow 
the instructions for proper 
cleaning carefully. In general, 
you can't put a thermometer in 


the dishwasher.

According to Pierce, the 
keys to maintaining a healthy 
older brain are the same as 
those for, maintaining a 
healthy older body - good 
nutrition and exercise.

the, esophagus, stomach, or 
upper part of the srnall bowel, 
and can be caused by ulcer dis- 
ease, inflammation problems, 
tears in the lining of the esoph- 
agus or stomach, tumors, or 
other causes. 

Although less common, 
‘Lower GI’ bleeding, from the 
colon or rectum, can also be 
life-threatening. It is commonly 
caused by diverticulosis, mal- 
formations of blood vessels in 
the colon, hemorrhoids, infec- 
tions, or cancers. 

All GI bleeding should be 

investigated, ‘its ‘cause deter- 
mined, and some specific treat- 
ment initiated.

Belle Glade City Manager Shelton 
Smith responds: “The City of Belle Gladé 
makes every -attémpt to accurately read 
.Water meters located. throughout the 
cityhowever, there are situations when a 
customer's water consumption may be esti- 
mated. 

An estimated bill is denoted by a letter *E" 
next to the customer's consumption amount 
A located on the left;hahd side of the water 
s bill Examples of situhtions in which а 
water bull may be estimated include, but 
are not limited to: 

1. The meter is unable to be read because it 
is located within a customer's locked fence. 
2. The meter is buried under muck or sod. 
3. The meter is covered by trash or garbage 
4. The meter is under water due to flooding. 
5. The meter is broken 

The city reads approximately 6,500 meters 
a month with an average ‘of 86 estimated 
bills per month, 

After the city estimates the bill, the Water 
Department works diligently to address the 
problem that;caused the estimation df the 
consumption. Once the actual consumption 
is measured the customer's next water bill 
will automatically balance and‘adjust itself . 
to accurately, reflect the correct billing 
amount and consumption. 

If any customer has questions concerning 
an estimated bill, he or she should contact 
the City of Belle Glade's Customer Service 
division or Finance Department at.996- 
0100. " 5

are even more sensitive now due to the 
recent rate increases. With that in mind, 
we are doing all we can to insure the accu- 
racy of.the water bills for the citizens of 
Belle Glade.”

The holiday season is a time 
for celebration...and caution. 

More than. one-third. of resi- 
dential fire deaths occur during 
the winter months. And hun- 
dreds of Christmas tree fires 
break out every year, according 
to the National Fire Protection 
Association (NFPA),

more reason for concern: cele- 
" brations of the new millennium 
are expected to include record- 
‘high use of fireworks, which 
can be especially dangerous at 
evagts or parties where alco- 
holic d£inks are serv 
As New Year's Eve approach- 
es; the Consumer. Product 
Safety Cemmission . has 
launched an initiative to curb 
injuries and deaths from fire- 
‘works throughout the nation. 


Here in Florida, state law | 


allows for the sale and use of 
` sparklers. and other novelties 


_heaters; 


approved by the State Fire 
Marshal, but outlaws the pri- 
vate use of products that 
launch or explode. Our office 
stands ready to assist and sup- 
port ‘local. law enforcement 
agencies in their efforts to 
enforce >that ‘law during this 
holiday season. - 


Meanwhile, as. the season: 


brings cooler’ temperatures, it 
also poses increased dangers in 
our homes - @angers like the 
build-up of a flammable chemi- 
cal called “creosote” in fireplace 
chimneys and wood stoves; 
portable heaters left unattend- 
ed’ or too close to. flammable 
items; mistakes in’ fueling 
gasoline or. liquid-filled 
and damaged or 
frayed light cords draped on 
Christmas trees that become 
brittle for lack of watering. 

The NFPA estimates that 
Christmas tree fires causé an 
average of 33 deaths and $21 
million in property damage. 
each - year. In 1998, .17 
Christmas tree fires causing 
more than $33,000 in property 
damage occurred in Florida. 
Fortunately, we were spared 
any loss of life or injuries in 
thosefires. — 

Most holiday hazards can be 
avoided by taking precautions

It is probably the most 
famous tornado in weather his- 
tory. "Оп the afternoon of May 
12, 1997, a tornado formed in a 
very unlikely place: among the 
skyscrapers of downtown 
Miami. 

Witnessed by thousands of 
people returning from their 
lunch-break and photographed 
yy dozens of cameras, the 
Miami tornado made newspa- 
pers and newscasts around.the 
world, 

Yet, the skyscraper twister 
wasn't spectacular enough to 
make Florida's {ор twenty 
memorable weather events of 
the 20th century. 
tempted to put it on 
the " Jim Lushine, the 
warning coordinating meteo- 
rologist for the National 
Weather Service in: Miami told 
me the other day. "But, there 
were so many other tompelling 
events that were moFe.impor- 


tant." 

He's right, of course. While 
the Miami Tornado made for 
great pictures(while producing 
significant damage in the 


downtown area), it wasn't one ' 


of Florida's top 20 weather 


-events this century. 


While every list of the great- 
est whatever of the 20th centu- 
ry is highly subjective, I think 
Lushine does a good job cata- 
loguing the weather events 
that made history over the past 
100 years. 

Given our region's history of 
hurricanes, the top three selec- 
tions won't surprise anyone. All 
three are infamous hurricanes 
that will never be forgotten. 

Number one is the Great 
Miami hurricane of 1926. "This 
storm killed as many as 1,000 
people," said Lushine. 
"Damage was catastrophic, 
over $80 billion in 1998 dollars. 
Plus, it halted a major building 
‘boom in south Florida." 

Hurricane Andrew, a storm 
many of us are personally 
familiar with, ranks second on 
the list. The $29 billion dollar 
storm is thé costliest hurricane 
in history. 

In third place is the Lake 
Okeechobee hurricane, 
Florida's deadliest hurricane 
that claimed at least 2,000 
lives із Belle Glade, Pahokee, 
South Bay and Clewiston. 

All together, six hurricanes 
make Lushine's list. "I could 
have made just a list of memo- 
rable hurricanes," said 
Lushine. "But,“other weather 
events deserved to be placed on 
the list, too" 

Our region's only snowstorm 


Miami tornado in 1997 made for great pictures 


of the 20th century ranks 
fourth on Lushine's list. If you 
were here on the morning of 
January 19, 1977 it is an event. 
you will never forget. Snow fell 
along the Treasure Coast and 
the Palm Beaches, in down- 
town Miami and as far south as 
Homestead: There were. even 
snow flurries in the Bahamas. 

Nymber five may come as a 
surprise; particularly when one 
considers how often it rains in 
Florida. Occasionally, however, 
the rain stops and the result 
can be a significant drought. 
Perhaps our: area's worst 
drought occurred from June of 
1970 to May of 1971. 

"Rain was in short supply 
during that period," said 
Lushine. "Only 31 inches fell 
during those 12 months, about 
half of the normal total. It was 
so dry Њаё? 250,000 acres 
burned in the Everglades," 

Other memorable weather 
events on the list include the 
Christmas Day freeze of 1989, 
an air pollution problem that 
developed in May of 1972 and 
the mass immigration episodé 
of April 1980 and September of 
1994, when hundreds of rafters 
from Cuba were caught i in 100 
mph wind squalls. ( 


The list also includes tornado 
outbreaks, rip current deaths, 


flooding and lightning inci- 
dents. About the only type of 
weather missing is a hailstorm, 
a phenomenon that is fairly 
rare in South Florida. 

Overall, it's a fascinating list 
of weather events.
